Saith, that the said Michael Creagh having 
stated to the said Commissioner that he represented the creditors of the said Barry Collins, 
the conduct of said suit so about being instituted b.y deponen't against the said William 
Hickie was given to said Michael Creagh, at ihe risk of £he fund available for payment of 
the debts of the said Barry Collins, which debts amount, as deponent believes, to about 
18,000 l. Saith, that several defences were filed in the name of the said William Hickie 
by the said Michael Creagh, and, amongst others, the defence that the place of said fishery 
so in dispute was part of the River Shannon, and was a public and common navigable 
river, in which the tides of the sea flowed and re-flowed, and in which all the subjects of 
the realm always had, and of right ought to have, the liberty and privilege of fishing. Saith, 
that the said Michael Creagh, from the time of the commencement of said action, until 
recently, expressed an intention of effecting an amicable arrangement by compromise with 
the said William Hickie, and for that alleged purpose, from time to time induced this depo- 
nent to allow the said action to remain in abeyance. Saith, that deponent believes the 
said William Hickie ever has been anxious to accept any reasonable terms of compromise, 
but deponent is not aware whether any actual offer has been ever made to him by the said 
Michael Creagh. Saith, that deponent believing throughout that the said Michael Creagh 
was acting Iona fide, and was really serious as to his alleged intentions of effecting a com- 
promise, allowed the said action to stand over in hopes of an amicable settlement, but 
having lately found that all hopes of such compromise were at an end, deponent determined 
on prosecuting said action ; and upon lately laying the pleadings before his counsel, depo- 
ne ut was advised that said defence of the public navigable river was in violation of the 
spirit and true object of the said Commissioner’s order, and that such defence would involve 
enormous expense in the carriage of said suit, and would cause much embarrassment on 
the trial, and, moreover, that such defence was utterly at variance with the merits of the 
case; totally inconsistent with the case made by said William Hickie, by his affidavits filed 
in this Court, and used on said motion, and was calculated to be most injurious both to 
the said William Hickie and to deponent. Deponent therefore humbly submits that said 
solicitors having the carriage of the proceedings in this matter, and who also have the con- 
duct of the defence of said law action at the expense of the creditors of said Barry Collins, 
may be compelled to abandon said defence of the public navigable river as being at 
variance with the spirit and object of said Commissioner’s order, and utterly inconsistent 
with the defendant’s case so made by his affidavits in this Honourable Court. Saith, that 
deponent under the circumstances above mentioned, delayed having a consultation with his 
counsel in the said action from an unwillingness to incur any costs that could be avoided 
as long as he felt there really was any hope of an amicable settlement, but having at length 
found that such hopes were illusory, deponent has lately laid the facts and pleadings in said 
suit before his counsel, and has been advised that said defence of the public navigable 
river should be expunged from the record, or that said solicitors should be restrained ’from 
relying on same at the trial. Saith, that in order to save expense, deponent on the 14th 
day of November instant caused to be served on said Messrs. Stokes and Creagh, a notice 
requiring them to consent, either that said defences and the issues thereon should be ex- 
punged from the record, or that they should undertake not to rely on same at the comiuo- 
trial ; but to said notice deponent has not received any reply.

Pelham Joseph Matos, of Talbot-street, in the city of Dublin, solicitor, maketh oath 
and saith, be hath read a copy of an affidavit of Michael Creagli, solicitor of the petitioner* 
filed on the 20 th of November instant, and saith that deponent did not ever hear an offer of 
300 1, or of any other sum made by the said Michael Creagli to the said William Hickie, 
but was, for more than a year after the commencement of the law action, given to under- 
stand by the said Michael Creagli, that he intended to give the said William Hickie a sum 
of 500 l. compensation for the fishery so sold to deponent. Saith, deponent believes the 
said William Hickie would accept a sum of 500 /., which deponent considers not an un- 
reasonable or unfair sum to compensate him lor the lights so alleged to have existed before 
the sale to deponent. Saith, it is true that deponent’s fishery, on the shore of Asdee has 
not been as productive during the last season as was anticipated, but from the state of un- 
certainty in which deponent has been kept for the last year and half by the pending Jiti«ra- 
tion in respect of said fishery, deponent has not used said fishery in as extensive and effec- 
tive a manner as lie otherwise would, and moreover it is a well-known fact that all the* 
fisheries on the Shannon have been peculiarly unproductive during the past season • but 
deponent saith, that in an adjoining fishery on the same side of the Shannon, and not more 
than half a mile from deponent’s fishery, upwards of 200 l. were cleared by the owner last 
year, and deponent was offered a rent of 50/. per annum for a lease of what ihe said 
Michael Creagh in his said affidavit is pleased to call “an alleged fishery ” although in the 
printed rental prepared by said Michael Creagh he was pleased to designate same as a 
valuable salmon fishery, and yet he now seeks to depreciate the value of same. Saith it 
is utterly untrue, as alleged in said Michael Creagh’s affidavit, that deponent now' claims 
what he well knows he never intended to purchase ; and it is also untrue that such claim is 
an afterthought, for deponent saith, “ the fisheries of Asdee ” were the means of first 
attracting deponent to the consideration of said purchase, and deponent positively saith, he 
believed at the time of bis purchase, that he would get not only the lands specified in ’the 
rental, but also the fishery. Saith, that in consequence of the adjournment of the trial from 
time to time till the past term, deponent verily believes his counsel did not till within the 
last fortnight look minutely into the numerous defences; and deponent positively saith he
